A Few Bombs Exploded and Several

But No Serious Outbreaks Occurred

| A French Dynamiter Blown up by His

Lonpon, May 1.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] May day demonstra- 
tions were held today in most ef the 
large cities of Great Britain and the 
Continent and in the various manufac- 
turing and mining districts, Advices 
thus far show that the day generally 
passed harmlessly if not quietly. 
_A black bag containing gun cotton, 
dynamite.and gunpowder, also a belt 
filled with cartridges and several docu- 
ments written in foreign languages were 
found beside the Woolrich arsenal to- 
day. No fuse was attched and it does 
not appear that an attempt was made 
toe cause an explosion. 

A large procession formed on the 
Thames embankment and marched to 
Hyde Park where a monster meeting 
was held. Addresses were made by 
Cunningham, Graham, Tom Mann, Ben 
Tillett and Stepriack, the Russian Nihil- 
ist. Resolutions were adopted declar- 
ing in favor of the eight-hour day, call- 
ing upon Parliament to pass an eight- 
hour bill. No disturbances occurred, 
although the demonstration was the 
largest ever organized in the city. 

Workingmen began to assemble on 
the embankment at 10 o’clock. 

Each ‘contingent was headed by a 
band of music, and every contingent 
carried banners, while the men them- 
selves were bedecked with rosettes and 
flowers. The procession marched in 
perfect order and with-.almost military 
precision. The procession occupied 
nearly three hours in entering Hyde 
Park, and it is estimated that from 


1; 300, 000 to 500,000 men participated.

The discovery created great alarm, 
which was intensified by news from 
Liege, where two dynamite cartridges 
exploded this evening, one in the -resi- 
dence of S. Deslys and the otherin the 
residence of his son.

Later, another explosion occurred in 
the choir of St. Martin’s Church by 
which the stained windows, valued at 
$20,000, were shattered into frag- 
ments and hundreds of panes of glass 
in adjacent houses smashed.
